Christmas is the season of, joy and gladness. All people within 
Christendom seem to know that: it-.is. their: privilege to be joyful 
and happy at this! season. But there seems to be a vast difference 
of opinion as*to what constitutes the reason for this well- nigh 
universal joy. The great majority » of: people know they ought to 
be glad at Christmas time, ‘and 80° they seek Ege in many. different 
ways. 

The arch- enemy of manned. Satan, is evidently sparing no 
effort to conceal from people the true cause for the (Christmas fes- 
tivities, and he seems to succeed remarkably well. 

One way in which he blinds and fools a great many people is 
by the heathenish custom of associating intoxicating drinks ;with 
the Christmas festivities. In many cases people who do not other- 
wise use liquors, feel they. must have it at this season. To others, 
Christmas constitutes a. period in which they may cast aside all 
restraint and drink to their hearts content—thus turning this 
sacred festival into a wild orgy of revelry and drunkenness—mak- 
ing it a complete caricature of what it is intended to be. 

To others again, Christmas means little more than a series of 
frivolous enjoyments and amusements, such as card playing and 
dancing. 

This arch- <eneiny referred to above is very subtle, and is using 


therefore very busy working his way into the various Christmas 
programs, and especially the popula§ Christmas concerts, given in 
the Public Schools. Even the programs staged in the various 
Churches are not unaffected. Practically the whole program con- 
sists of some theatrical performances, the purpose of which is a 
humorous entertainment. There may be some mention made of 
| Christ, but not in such a way as to leave much of an impression. 

on the children. The predominating figure in most of these pro 

grams is the traditional Santa Claus. He entirely obscures the 

Christ. This. is true not only. in. the Christmas concerts and pro- 

grams, but in the majority’ of our homes. Parents fill the minds 

of the children with mysterious stories about. Santa Claus. They 
take advantage of the God-given credulity of the child to stuff it 
full with fanciful stories about this figure who drives around with 
reindeer, and descends and ascends the chimneys of people’s 
houses, etc. The b¥th of Christ, the real significance of Christ- 
mas, is forgotten, or left out of consideration. Then when the 
children grow a little older and they are disiMusioned with regard 
to Santa Claus, they become sceptic, and will neither believe the 
i teachings concerning Christ. 
on How it must p&in and sadden the heart .of our loving Savior 
ix to see how grossly the significance of His coming into the world 
and His ministry: is being misinterpreted and misapplied by the 
great majority of people. 

The question then naturally asserts itself—what is the real 
significance of Christmas and in what does its true joy consist? 
For the answer we will refer you to the message brought directly 
from heaven by the angelic messengers to the shepherds out on 
the fields of Bethlehem: “Behold I bring you good tidings of great 
joy which. shall be to all people. For there is born to you this day 
in the city of David, a Savior who is Christ the Lord.” 


If-we acknowledge the Divine declaration—that all men have 
sinned and come short of the glory of God—-that we as such have 
come under God’s wrath and condemnation; furthermore, that un- 
less: :we can be helped ‘out of this terrible condition, we are etern- 
ally condemned. ‘If we then lay hold on-Christ as the only one 
who can save us from our.sins and their awful consequences, then 
we will begin to realize the significance of Christ's birth (Chriet- 
mas) then we will begin to _ eeperience true Christmas joy:

London. The regrettable out- 
breaks which’ have occurred in vari- 
ous parts of England during the 
past two months have almost all 
been connected with dislike of the 
system introduced last year by- the 
National Government of making 
unemployment relief proportionate to 
the private means of the recipient. 

Unemployment insurance money is 
paid regardless of the means of the 
applicant. But when insurance bene- 
fits cease at the end of six months 
out of work, the man without a job 
has to apply. for what are called 
transitional benefits and theSe are 
only paid if the public assistance au- 
thority is satisfied that the applicant 
needs the money. The insurance bene- 
fits are on a contributory basis. The 
transitional benefits are a definite 
“dole” paid by the state to any bona 
fide insured worker who is unable’ to 
get a job. ; : 

The colossal mature of the problem 
‘cin be guaked from the fact’ that be 
tween January 25 and August~-6 this 
year some 840,000 unemployed ap- 
plied for transitional benefits and had 
to undergo the “means test.” About 
18 per cent had their applications re-

| Above all, there will be happiness and 
hoy of life;-‘instead- of fraved nerves’ 
weariness and dyspepsia. The work

ure delightful, but not enough to pro-

| women, having the opportunity of a 
\happy life, will become more kindly 
‘and less inclined to view gthers with 
‘suspicion. Good nature is, of all 
‘Moral qualities, the one that the 
' world needs most, and good nature 
‘is the result of ease and _ security, 
\not of a life of arduous struggle. 


| Modern methods of production 
| have given us the possibility of ease 
and security for all; we have chosen 
instead to overwork some and starve 
others. Hitherto we have continued 
to be as energetic as we were before 
there were machines. In this we 
have been foolish, but there is no 
/reason to go on. being foolish forever. 


| POST OFFICE CLAIMS MONOPOLY 


i The post office department of Can- 
ada has a monopoly in one thing and 
|that is the “exclusive privilege of 
conveying, collecting and delivering 
letters” and no one else has' such 
right, says the Milverton Sun. In 
Winnipeg business firms which have 
been delivering their own letters 
are threatened with prosecution. 
According to a ruling of the Postal 
Department, bills enclosed in envel- 
opes become letters and as such 
must go through the post office for 
delivery. The Postmaster-General 
some time ago issued a warning to 
merchants and others undertaking 
to deliver their own bills, etc., en- 
closed in envelopes through their 
own delivery men, that they are 
; liable to a fine of $20 for each and 
every such letter. The reduction in 
revenue is causing the department to 
check up and stop all leaks.

“The Cave of Nativity,” wherein 
fe rests the star with the inscription, 
Wq@| was once a sanctuary of a pagan god, 
M\the Syrian, Tammuz, who, legend|> 
says, died and returned to life again 
every year. Although the Bible says 
that Jesus was born in a manger, or 
stable, this cavern could quite 
easily have served that purpose, as it 
was wide at the mouth, with a slop- 
ing entrance. It now has steps lead- 
ling down. 

Since the middle of the fifth 
century eastenn and western Christ- 
endom alike have observed December 
25 as the day of the nativity of Jesus. 
But even so conservative an author- 
ity as Monseigneur Duchesne admits 
that “there is no authoritative tradi; 
ton bearing on the day of the birth 
of Christ,” and that “even the year is 
wncertain.” 

The Gospels give no definite indica- 
tion of the time of the year Christ 
was born. The earliest evidence for 
the observance of December 25 is 
furnished by a calendar drawn up at 
Rome in the year 336. But Chry- 
sostom, in a sermon preached at 
Antioch, 50 years later, speaks of 
Christmas as a recently instituted 
Observance in the capital of Syria. 
It appears that in the fourth century 
(A.D. 301-400), while Rome and the 
west observed December 25, Antioch
